His death was the second of a

He had been ill of a heart 
disease for some time.

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THE 28-HOUR DAY 


Here is something new under the sun, and 


also out of the sun. It is an experiment in 
psychology undertaken by University of Chi- 
cago students in Kentucky's Mammoth Cave. 
They are trying to find out whether men can 
live in a daily cycle of 28 hours instead of 24 
hours. 'Apparently they are not dividing the 
present length of our day into 28 shorter 
hour-periods, but adding four hours to the 
regular day. The experts want to learn how 
it affects efficiency, physical functions, and 
so on. 


The doctors never thought of anything like 


that when they put the tubercular patients 
in Mammoth Cave half a century or more 
ago, thinking the chemically pure air—made 
so by the limestone—would cure them. The 
air was all right, but the lack of sunlight, 
whose value wasn't understood then, seems 
to have killed them. They had no such sub- 
stitute as ultra-violet lamps and vitamin tab- 
lets. 


The blind fish living in the Mammoth Cave 


River might give some useful testimony in 
the present experiment. By going without 
light, they have learned to go without sight. 
That seems a greater feat in adaptation than 
learning to live in a daily cycle a few hours 
longer or shorter than usual. 


Men with irregular or unusual working 


and sleeping hours would probably tell the 
professors that a man can adapt himself to 
almost anything in the way of daily routine 
after a few weeks or months. 


JUST HANDS 


A young Viennese beauty operator has 


come to the United States to study hairdress- 
ing, because "American styles and methods 
are so much more advanced than anything 
in Europe." That is a pleasant compliment, 
but a reporter who interviewed her was more 
interested in the fact that the young lady had 
had many royal notables among her cus- 
tomers in Vienna. 


Who were they? The Duke and Duchess 


of Windsor and the former King Alfonso 
were three of them. Wasn't she thrilled tak- 
ing care of such hands? "What is there to 
be excited about?" she asks. "Their hands 
are just like ours."

cure. This may contain some lesson for de- 
mocracy, though we suspect any operator in 
an American beauty shop would be thrilled 
by the Viennese girl's experience.

A LAND NAVY 


All forms of land defense are being mo- 


torized; including artillery. A new eight-inch 
gun, firing 200-pound projectiles at the rate 
of four a minute, is mounted on a railway 
car weighing 113 tons. It can be rushed 
across the continent in three days, and can 
pierce the eight-inch armor plate of a war- 
ship 20 miles off shore. 


It is obvious that such mobile guns, sent 


quickly where they are needed, can take the 
place of fixed land forts. With a proper sup- 
ply of them, reasonably well distributed, it 
should be possible to have some of them on 
the job in any threatened harbor, on either 
ocean, at short notice. They can not only be 
rushed where they are needed, but can shoot 
and run before a distant enemy gets their 
range. And being far smaller than warships, 
they are harder to hit for that reason, too. 
Concealed or camouflaged, they would be 
hard for an enemy to locate almost any- 
where. 


- It seems likely that such a defensive land 
navy can sa.ve us quite a bit of money we 
would otherwise have to spend on battleships 
and cruisers.

ELEVEN IN A BOAT

As it turned, according to the news 
report, perhaps too quickly, the children 
stood up and rushed forward. The grown-up 
running the motor shouted a warning, and 
the other adult, jumping to herd the children 
back to their seats, lost his balance and fell 
overboard. Then the children all rushed to 
one side and the craft overturned. 


The first thing to be done when any chil- 


dren are taken into a small boat—and it's a 
pretty good rule for adults, too—is to pledge 
them to sit down and stay sitting down, for 
the duration of the cruise.

ATTACKS OP ASTHMA 


At mtdical students we learned that the cause 


of asthma was unknown; all that could be done 
was to try to give the patient some relief by vari- 
ous methods. Then operation for some obstruc- 
tion of the nose and throat became popular and 
some cases obtained relief by operation and others 
did not. 


Within the past few years it has been definitely 


proven that certain substances such aa cat hair 
and ragweed pollen cause attacks just as they 
cause attacks of hay fever. The individual ia said 
to be sensitive or allergic to these substances. The 
removal of the individual from these substances 
has prevented further attacks. 


However, for many years there has been in the 


minds of research workers the belief that in some 
cases of asthma there is a nervous or emotional 
factor which affects thei nose, throat and chest and 
brings on the asthmatic attacks. 


Both the allergic tendency and the emotional 


disposition may occur in the same individual and 
research workers at The Institute for Psycho- 
analysis, Chicago, Era. Benjamin Z. Rappaport and 
Clarence Bernstein, Jr., report a number of such 
cases. 


"Our studies, covering a two-year period, would 


seem to show that even In individuals who are 
definitely allergic—sensitive to various substances 
—asthma attacks tend to be started by emotional 
conflict. 
We find that the asthma attacks occur 


regularly in reaction to 
temptation situations 


which seem to threaten the patien't with the loss 
of the love ot some person upon whom he is emo- 
tionally dependent. 
These conflict situations re- 


semble the situation of the very young child who 
is exceedingly dependent upon his mother but is 
suddenly exposed to a temptation to do something 
which would estrange him from her. Accordingly 
we find that asthma attacks are most frequent 
during periods when patients were struggling over 
a conflict, the outcome of which will be a decision 
as to whether or not to remain at home." 


While the relation between the allergic and 


the emotional factors is not yet entirely clear, in 
some cases, when the patient has solved the con- 
flict he remains free of attacks o£ asthma although 
he is exposed to the substances which had former- 
ly caused the attacks. 


That there is an inherited tendency to asthma 
is known, that nose and throat defects may be 
causes is also known. It is interesting and of help 
to learn by this work of the Institute for Psy- 
choanalysis that emotional conflicts can brine on 
attacks.

Roslcruclanism, (ro-zl-kroo-shan- 


izni), is a system of mystical taA 
raetapbyiical philosophy intended to 
guide the development of the inner 
consciousness. Popularly believed 
to have begun in Cassel, Get- 
msny, early in the Seventeenth cen- 
tury, notes a writer in the Indianap- 
olis News, it has been revealed that 
the fraternity had existed long prior 
to what was only a revival in Ger- 
many. In 1607, Figului, a mythical 
writer, referred in a pamphlet to 
the existence of the fraternity in 
Europe in 1410. An officer of the 
fraternity states that in 1413 the 
greatest revivals of activity oc- 
curred. Another officer 
mentions 


one Friesan or Friesau as n-tional 
imperator of the fraternity in 14M. 
Cornelius Agrippa mentions the 
foundation of a branch in 1507, and 
that Brother Fhilalathei was "in- 
vested with the power of imper- 
ator." In a letter from the French 
Doctor Landalf to Agrippa, he states 
that he knew the fraternity in 1509. 
Paracelsus records his admission 
into a rosicrucian lodge in Basle, in 
1530. Heinrich Khunrath, German 
rosicrucian officer and author, .pub- 
lished (1598) a book dealing with 
the secret principles, and an inter- 
national congress of rosicrucians 
was held in England in 1604. 


Many ancient rosicrucian docu- 


ments preserved in a rare collection 
in Cologne bear evidence that the 
organization was old even in the 
Sixteenth century. One book in the 
collection, by Brother "Omnis Nc 
riar," refers to a Ger*an rosicru- 
cian ledge in 1115, while Arnold de 
Villanova, 
rosicrucian 
officer, 


speaks in his "Hosary" of the fra- 
ternity existing in 1230. 


The name of the organization is 


derived from its original symbol, 
the CEDSS with a single red rose in 
the center.

law of the State of New York, a tax 
equal to one per centum of its gross 
income for the period from July first, 
nineteen hundred thirty-seven, to June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred thirty-nine, 
is hereby Imposed upon even- "iitmtr 
doing business in the City of Kings- 
ton which is subject to tile sui>er\ kiuu 
of the state department of public serv- 
ice, except motor carriers or brokers 
subject to such supervision under ar- 
ticle tnree-b of the public service In 
and a tax equal to one per centum ot 
its gross operating Income is hereby

every other utility doing business in 
the City of Kingston, which taxes shall 
have application only within the terri- 
torial limits of the City of Kingston 
and shall be in addition to any and 
all other taxes and fees imposed bt- 
any other provision of law forthe same 
period. Such taxes shall not be im- 
posed on an>" transaction originating 
or consummated outside of the terri- 
torial limits of the City of Kingston,

such transaction within such limits 


2. As used in this section, (a) the 
word "utility" includes everv person 
subject to the supervision of either 
division of the state department o[ 
public service, eicept persons engaged 
in the business of operating or leasinc 
sleeping and parlor railroad cars or of 
operating railroads other than street 
surface, rapid transit, subway and ele- 
vated railroads, and also includes every 
person (whether or not such person is 
subject to such supervision) who shall 
engage in the business of selling cas, 
electricity, steam, water, refrigeration,

through mains, pipes, or wires, or o! 
furnishing gas, electric, steam, water, 
refrigerator,
